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During the May 1966 National Conference on Library Statistics, which was co- 
^onsored by the National Center for Educational Statistics, USOE,' and the Library 
Administration Division, ALA, the library statistics program was discussed. Representa- 
tives from the National Center for Educational Statistics explained that a new program 
was bemg undertaken in the collection of educational statistics. This program had as 
its aim the consolidation of dozens of discrete surveys into two all-embracing surv^, 
one on elementary and secondary education and the other on hi^ier education. It 
was hoped that this would eliminate overlaps, bring about greater internal consistency, 
and concentrate the data collection in one office (i.e., higher education surv^s in the 
offices of approximately 2300 college and university presidents.) While imaginative in 
Its basic conception, its execution did not seem to assure the availability of academic 
library statistics for February of 1967, when academic library administrators need 
data urgently for budgeting purposes. In addition there was some question as to 
whether the data collected in this manner would be comparable to data previously 
collected. 

As a r«ult of this change and our reservations, we suggested to Mr. Alexander 
M. M(^, Assistant Commissioner for Educational Statistics, USOE, that for 1965-66 
a parallel collection of college and university library statistics should be undertaken, 
we offered to undertake this assignment if we could obtain a small contract grant 
from the Bureau of Researdi, USOE Mr. Mood agreed to support our application 
and mth the assistance of two of his staff members, Mr. Joel WiUiams and Dr. Bron- 
son Price, jour proposal was prepared and reviewed. Approval of our propoUl was 
cbUined expedihously through Joseph A. Mumin, Director, Small Projects Program, 
Chicago Regional Office, Bureau of Research, USOE. 

Negotiations with two Chicago research firms for editorial, statistical work, and 
machine tabulations were not successful because of the amount of clerical work, the 
lack of understanding of library sUtistics, and the shortness of schedule. This major 
set back caused us to seek the quickest po^ble aid to help us to complete the project. 
Due to their long association with the prior library statistics surveys Dr. Frank L. 
&hick, formerly Assistant Director of the LSB and Coordinator of Adult and Library 
Statistics, and Mr. Theodore Samore, formerly College and University Library Special- 
ist, USOE, both of whom are now on the faculty of the School of Library and 
Information Science, University of Wisconsin -Milwaukee, were consulted. As a result 
of this discussion and a university visit shortly thereafter, a contract was entered into 
between the American Library Association and the University df Wiscoiisin- Milwaukee 
whereby th^ would undertake responsibility for the editorial and sUtistical work and 
the madiine tabulations. The Library Sdiool recruited a group of five editors, and 
Dr. Ridiard Black, Director of the Computer Center, was responsible for the ma- 
chine tabulations. 

As a result of these arrangements we anticipated the completion of the project by 
early February, enabling us to publish the results by March 1, 1967. To meet our 
deadlines correspondence with re4>ondents had to be kept to a minimum. The sped 
of completion of this publication represents a unique demonstration of cooperation 
between USOE, ^e ALA, School ci Library and Information Science, and the Com- 
puter Center, University of Wisconsin -Milwaukee. 

For this teamwork academic librarians are indceci frateful.

Coverage and Response 

The universe for this survey consisted of the 2,207 academic institutions listed in the 
^ucaiion Directory i%5-66, Puri 3, Higher Education, pubiished by the U- S. Office 
of location. Hie criteria for listing in the Education Directory are as follows: 

*‘l. Institutions accredited or approved by a nationally 
recognized accrediting agency, by a State department of 
education, by a State university, or imtitutions operating 
under public control, are eligible for inclusion. 

“2. Institutions not meeting requirements of criterion 1 
are eligible for inclusion if their aedits have been and 
are accepted as if coming from an accredited institution 
by not fewer than three accredited institutions." 

The entries in this study do not always coincide, however, with those in the Education 
Directory because (1) the data for both parent and branch are sometimes combined 
and sometimes reported separately (whenever appropriate, footnotes indicate the omis- 
sion of branch or extension center data) and (2) new institutions are included which do 
not appear in the latest Education Directory. 

Out of over 2,2(X) questionnaires mailed to academic libraries, over 1,900 were 
returned. However, because some forms were incomplete 1,891 or 86% were useable. 
Of these 1,891, all submitted useable data on either collections, personnd or expendi- 
tures; or on all three categories. (In 1963-64 the response was 78% of the total 
number of institutions surveyra.) This information is presented in Tables 1 and 2. 

Out of 1,891 institutions listed in Tables 1 and 2, some 1,657 or 87% gave permission 
to list data on individual salaries (Table 3). In the previous report, only 62% gave 
such permission; this substantial increase is most encouraging for the collection of 
future salary data. 

Comparison of Current Report with 1963-64 Report 

The 1965-66 questionnaire did not indude the following four items from the 1963- 
64 survey: 

1. The number of hours per week the library was open 
for full service. 

2. ClassiHcation schemes used by respondents. 

3. Library physical facilities. 

4. Faculty status (if any) of library staff. 

Advisors to the Library Administration Division of the ALA unanimously agreed that 
it was unnecessary to collect such information annually. 

In addition, there are other signiHcant differences between the presentation of data 
in the 1963-64 publication and the 1965-66 report. 

1. In 1963-64 semiprofessional schools and technical institutes were dis- 
tinguished from junior colleges; in the present report these schools are identiHed with 
juiuor colleges. Furthermore, some institutions in this report could not be * ‘typed" 
because of lack of sufficient information. In such instances, there is either a blank or 
the term "unclassified” (Tables 1, 2, column 2). In addition, schools of art are 
dassiHed with "other”. 

2. In 1963-64 the number of non-duplicate periodicals subscriptions were 
reported by respondents; in the present survey the number of non-duplicate serial titles 
is reported. 

3. In 1963-64 institutions under each state w^re listed in strictly alpha- 
betical order; in the present survey a number of institutions (chiefly those which had 
to be assigned originm code numbers) appear at the end of the main alphabetical list. 
For example, Chicago City Junior College is reported after all other institutions in 
Illinois.
